The Dallas Division had previously advised* FBIHQ that 
the case against Gunderson appeared to be weak inasmuch as Gunderson 
was an officer of captioned enterprise for only six weeks, apparently 
did not receive any proceeds generated by captioned fraud, and 
possibly was unaware of any fraudulent activities on the part of 
other subjects. 

However, in late December, 1983, Dallas advised that an 
evaluation by Dallas and the Assistant U. S. Attorney -for .the Northern 
District of Texas (NDT) of the evidence obtained as of that time 
indicated that Gunderson possessed scienter sufficient to .warrant 
joining Gunderson with other captioned subjects in a bill of indict- 
ment charging -Mail Fraud, Fraud by Wire and/or Interstate Transportation 
of Stolen .Property. As of February 28, 1984, this matter had not 
been presented to the Federal grand jury, but Dallas anticipates 
that presentment will take plaqe in the near future. Dallas will 
keep FBIHQ informed of pertinent developments in this case as 
they occur.

I am the former Senior Special Agent in Charge of the F.B.I. , 
Los Angeles, CA Division. 1 have enclosed a booklet captioned 
"Satanic Cults - Missing Children", and ay letter to Congressman 
Dan Coats, with enclosures, dated 6/30/87. I have also enclosed 
an article about Philip Agee that appeared in the New York Post 
7/2/87. I prepared and forwarded the above (excluding the New 
York Post article) to Mr. Coats, and other congressional leaders, 
because of my concern about the Satanic Cult movement in the 
United States today. 

I have been investigating Satanic Cults for seven years, and have 
developed extensive information concerning kidnappings (many 
infants and youngsters), human and animal sacrifices, illicit 
drug and other criminal activity, etc. , by these people. My 
associates and I have documented that the Satanic Cult movement 
is involved in a national criminal conspiracy network. 

During my contacts with local law enforcement agencies, I have 
learned that the Federal Government has not been actively involved 
in investigating Satanic Cults, even though I brought this problem 
to the attention of the Department of Justice and the F.B.I. , 
several years ago. It was out of concern for this that I recently 
flew to Washington, D.C. and met with congressional officials and 
furnished them with the enclosed material. 

I had other appointments while on the East Coast, including two 
television appearances. I noticed the enclosed Philip Agee 
article while enroute from New York City to Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania on 7/2/87. 

I am sure that you are aware that Agee, a former C.I. A. agent, 
published a book which identified C.I. A. agents around the world; 
some of whom were subsequently murdered (probably as a result of 
this exposure). Agee is now lecturing throughout the country, 
apparently without fear of prosecution. Under the circumstances, 
it is inconceivable that the C.I. A. or Department of Justice would 
allow him to take advantage of the system he is trying to destroy, 
without challenging him.* He is obviously a turncoat K.G.B. agent 
who should be in prison.

The FBI, as an Investigative arm of the Department of 
Justice, investigates all violations of Federal law falling within 
our Jurisdiction. We do not, however, Infringe on the right of 
either traditional or nontraditional religious , groups to 
participate in activities protected by the First Amendment. If 
there is evidence that a law coming within our investigative 
authority has been violated, then the FBI will institute an 
Investigation. <Mr. Gunderson may be assured that all allegations 
of criminal activity by religious cults received by the FBI are 
carefully reviewed and appropriately addressed. 

Mr. Gunderson also mentions his concern that Philip Agee 
is permitted to travel throughout the country without fear of 
prosecution for disclosing the names of Central Intelligence 
Agency fluents. The Intelligence Identities Protection Act was 
passed subsequent to Mr. Agee's disclosure of the names of covert 
agents; therefore, Agee is not subject to the .provisions of that 
Act .

Theodore L. Gunderson, 361-16-5843, was appointed a 
Special Agent of the FBI on December 10, 1951, and served in that 
capacity until his honorable retirement on March 30, 1979. 
During his career, he served in several offices, Including the 
Los Angeles FBI Office from September, 1977, to March, 1979 . 

His services were satisfactory and nothing was known 
which would ^reflect unfavorably on his character during the 
period of employment with this Bureau. 



During his tenure as a Special Agent of the FBI, he was 
given annual medical examinations and he was authorized to carry 
a firearm. This individual participated In periodic firearms 
training and he continubusly qualified to carry a weapon. 

The FBI cannot attest to the present medical fitness 
and firearms proficiency of this former Special Agent. However, 
based on his performance during his FBI service, the FBI concurs 
that he should be granted the privilege of carrying a concealed 
firearm in accordance with California Penal Code, Section 12027, 
paragraph (1) as amended.

This memorandum replaces one dated 5/20/91. 

Gunderson is a retired (1979) SAC who has repeatedly 
made allegations of Improprieties on the part of .the FBI in the 
Jeffrey McDonald murder case. McDonald was convicted in 1979 for 
murdering his wife and two .children while serving as a physician 
in the U.S. Army at Fort Bragg, North Carolina. Gunderson was 
hired as a private investigator following ^McDonald's trial. 

Gunderson was x one of the subjects of an Obstruction of 
Justice investigation initiated In 1982 based upon information, 
provided , by Drug Enforcement Administration involving a major 
methamphetamine laboratory case. One of the subjects was 
arrested by local authorities while, she attempted to plant drugs 
on a key witness thereby contributing to €he arrest and discredit 
of the witness. The subject claimed she had been recruited by 
Gunderson and others to] discredit the witness. In October, 1983, 
the U.S. Attorney, Fresno, California, declined prosecution of 
all subjects in the investigation. 

Gunderson was one of several subjects of an Advance 
Fee/Fraud- by Wire investigation initiated in September, 1982, 
regarding allegations fraudulent letters of commitment were 
issued through Dekla International (DI), Dallas, Texas, to

finance speculative- business ventures in the/United States with 
overseas loans . One of the commitment letters , was- signed by 
Gunderson who served ;as president of Dl.for approximately six 
weeks.; Gunderson unsuccessfully participated in efforts to 
locate funding for clients through contact with foreign financial, 
sources.; In June, ,1985, the United- States Attorney, Northern 
District of Texas, declined prosecution of Gunderson due to the 
amount of loss, the relative weakness of prosecutive evidence -and ' 
related .strength, of .the^ defenses available;

In December, ,'1988, Gunderson submitted documents to the 
FBI for review ;pertainihg to the McDonald fmurder case.; He 
alleged crime scene and? evidence gathering! procedures were, 
incomplete and improper/ forensic examinations conducted by FBI 
Laboratory resulted in misidentification and subsequent coverup 
by Agents and prosecutors 'in the McDonald jmurder case. Gunderson 
was advised In June, 1989, based upon a review of the documents 
• and information he provided, no inconsistencies were found in the 
prior" FBI Laboratory results with regard to the evidence 
examined.
